land prior to the time of Cromwell. 
From Kilkenny, 
Ireland, the Fulton 
fam ily came to America before the 
year 1735.

Lancaster, his name having been on 
record upon all the town organizations 
which existed at that period. 
Ile was 
a founder of Hie Presbyterian church, 
the secretary of the Union Fire com­ 
pany and a charter member of the 
Julian a library of Lancaster, the third 
library established in the American 
colonies.—Century.
